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STILL RAIDS 
DISCUSSED BY 
ALDERM EN 


Police Committee Report 
Under Fire; M a y o r 
Withholds Approval 


Three representatives from the 
U. S. Prohibition office, including 
an assistan t U. S. attorney were 
present Monday 
evening 
a t the 
m eeting of the A rlington H eights 
village board. 
The spokesm an ot 
the party offered to assum e all 
blam e for the action of Chief Skoog 
in acting contrary to orders of the 
village board m em bers in taking 
to Chicago, 
alm ost 
im m ediately 
a fte r th eir trial, 
the 
two men, 
charged w ith the operation of the 
stills on South Dunton and South 
M itchell streets, last week. 
The 
village board in an inform al m eet­ 
ing, Feb. 9, the day th a t the stills 
w ere raided, one w ith the assistance 
of the Federal authorities and the 
other by the police departm ent, de­ 
cided to hold the two prisoners in 
the village custody for a period 
of forty-eight hours, or until the 
tines am ounting to $400, were paid, 
and so instructed the police. 
The 
village had been put to an expense 
of about a hundred dollars in con­ 
ducting the raid, rem oving equip­ 
m ent, etc. 
A num ber of the board members 
adm itted Monday night th at the 
governm ent had some claim to the 
first prisoner taken w ith the coop­ 
eration of the federal authorities, 
but claimed th at the second prison­ 
e r w as distinctly the case of the 
village. 
They were 
not adverse, 
however, to the removal 
of both 
prisoners to the custody of the gov­ 
ernm ent, provided th a t the tines 
w ere paid. 
However, 
w ithin 
a 
sh o rt tim e after the completion of 
the trial and infliction of fines, Mr. 
Skoog took the two men to Chicago. 
In the m eantim e a representative 
of the syndicate 
controlling the 
stills, came to A rlington Heights 
■with $500 prepared to pay the fines, 
but finding th a t the prisoners had 
been turned over to 
the 
govern­ 
m ent, was unwilling to leave the 
money. 
Mr. Fram berg 
and 
Mr. Skoog 
based their action upon a phone 
call th at they received from the of- 
of 
prohibition authorities. In- 
lg into the m atter, Mr. Flen- 
fcated th a t he had ) n form a bloo­ 
th e prohibition office th at the 
fodv of the second prisoner was 
not asked. 
The above facts were brought out 
during a discussion th a t followed 
the presentation of the said report 
m ade by the police com m ittee. The 
spokesm an from the federal office 
stated em phatically th at he had 
ordered th at “ prisoners” be brought 
to Chicago. 
Evidently, the m atter 
hinges upon the m eaning of the 
word “ prisoners.” 
The police de­ 
partm ent defined it as m eaning all 
prisoners of the two raids. 
Mayor 
Flentie claimed Mr. Ham ilton, head 
of the prohibition office, is under 
the im pression th at it referred to 
only the prisoner or prisoners ta k ­ 
en in the first raid. 
C ertain mem­ 
bers of the village board took the 
stand th a t the rem oval of the sec­ 
ond prisoner by the police was con­ 
tra ry to direct orders of the board. 
D uring the discussion, the gov­ 
ernm ent officials reiterated several 
tim es th at they were w illing to co­ 
operate with the village authorities 
in cleaning up such places in A r­ 
lington Heights. 
Thev stated that 
a fine of $200 was the lim it th at the 
village could inflict upon the men. 
Action by the governm ent m eant 
th a t the men were definitely driven 
out of A rlington H eights. 
They 
offered three alternatives for future 
action, viz: 
1. Filing of com plaints with the 
govern m en t, which would make the 
raid at owti expense. 
2. Jo in t action between govern­ 
m ent and village with prosecution 
by the village independent of the 
governm ent. 
3. Independent action by the vil­ 
lage, the la tte r turning over to the 
govern m en t the men and evidence, 
a fte r it had assessed and collected 
the fines.

This portrait of George W ashington, highly prized possession of Marshall Solberg, Chicago, is claimed by him to have been 
painted by Gilbert Stuart. It bears the year 1794, and is signed by the master in an inconspicuous way. Some have thought that 
the earliest “Stuart W ashington” was painted in 1795, but such is not the case, for John Jay gave Gilbert Stuart a letter to 
Washington which Stuart delivered while congress was in session in the year 1794 and Stuart refers to this in correspondence with 
relatives. It was then that one of the three sittings occurred. There were many portraits of George W ashington painted by Gilbert 
Stuart, but there were only three sittings, so that many of the portraits were copied by Stuart from either completed pictures or 
sketches. It was, of course, not entirely unusual for great painters to make preliminary sketches of their subjects, although they did 
on many occasions entirely complete their paintings at sittings. This latter procedure was followed, it is thought, 
by Gilbert Stuart 
In this portrait. If this is so, it stands unique among the “Stuart W ashingtons.” 
According to a volume in M r. Solberg’s library. Gilbert Stuart admired this picture so much that he retained it himself and 
would not part with it for many years thereafter.

Then came the Conway 
conspiracy, and tile ambition of 
Gates, and the cowardice of Lee 
and the treason of Arnold, and a 
series of persecutions so petty, so 
bitter, so malignant, that it is amaz­ 
ing how’ Washington survived them. 
It is easy for us as w’e read these 
events in the light of the issue to 
keep up our courage and understand 
the triumph that finally came, but it 
was a very different thing for Wash­ 
ington.

he stood firm in his loyalty to the 
cause he had espoused, and was 
the end.

“An examination of the number of 
hour® given to civics in our public 
schools, as compared with the num­ 
ber of hours given to other subjects 
in a twelve-year course, shows that 
civics got about 
Mr. Weil 
points out. “Comparing 
the time 
devoted to civics with other sub­ 
jects, there are four or five times 
as many hours 
given to music, 
three or four times as many hours 
given to art, and twice or three 
times as many hours given to na­ 
ture study, as are given to civics. 
Apparently, from these figures, it 
is thought more important to learn 
to sing, paint the town, and know 
the bugs, big and little, than to be 
a good citizen. Civics is given less 
hours than any other subject.” 
Taxes Nearly $500 Per Home 
“Civic problems today are by far 
the greatest problems facing our 
country.” Mr. 
Weil emphasizes, 
“There are today 
in 
the United 
States over 7,000,000 unemployed,
